{']'o th4 Editor of (he Times) 

Sir, — i\.8 the hirj^est proprietor ia 
Prince Edward Inland, and the prin- 
cipal sufferer by the Laud I'urchaaa 
Act, 80 justly comninuted upou in 
your leading article of Saturday, will 
you allow me t» offer a few obserTa- 
tiouB on the award uiado by Mr. Ohil- 
dsrs and the Isluuds . Coiamiiaiouer, 
Mr. Jeukina. in my case? Tlji.s award 
amounted to a sum in Island currency 
equal to X1G,74G Us. 4d. for G6.000 
aoras, 4-i,000 of which wera uudt-r 
lease or agreement, and were in every 
respect excellent laud; theproijorliou, 
therefore, is 63- Id. per acre, and not 
7s., as stated. 
3 ' I may add that in 1871 tha nnaount 
offered me even by the Government 
of the island exceeded the present 
award by Is. 6d. per acre. 1 need 
not hardly observe, with reference to 
the recent iiward.that Mr. Huliburlon, 
the Uoiumissiouor for the proprietor, 
refused to sign it.although his dicssenl 
was immaterial, throu{^h the providence 
of those who prepared the Act, which 
was framed entirely iiyaiust the pro- 
prietor, two out of the throe Ccmmis- 
sionerd being appointed by parties 
who have, in l'uct,the same interests in 
the matter, and these two are them- 
selves a quorum to carry out the ob- 
jects of tUe Act. The poor proprietor 
appoints only one — and of courso suf- 
fers. 

With regard to the default of ton 
ants in their rent, not only has this 
been sanctioned and ever rewarded by 
the Coinmissiouerb.us you observe, but 
the injury to the proprietor is aggravat- 
ed where, as in my own case, the ten- 
ants have in most caaes duly paid 
their rent. 

My property had upon it no adverse 
holdings worthy of the name, as the 
evidence shows. Tbo anrual rental 
reserved under lease waa $7,'2b'J; and, 
in spite of all the dillicullies put in 
the way of collectin;^ rent, ami a^'ita 
tion in the minds of the tenants cou- 
stantly kept up by the local Govern- 
ment of the day, the ca^^h rental in 
1870 and 1871 "ainonuted to;^'ether to 
U0,787, or X'2,2iy sterling; whereas, 
supposing the amount awarded by Mr. 
Childers and his colleague invested— 
say at 4 per cent.— -it would produce 
ouly £G70 per annum; in other words, 
I am robbed of nearly X450 per an- 
num, to say nothing of the arrears of 
rent due. 

In conclusion, I would wish to point 
out that my father, tbeliight Hon. Sir 
J.>*urcnce Sullivan, assented to an Act 
by which every tenant not only Hocur- 
od a largo romission of his arrears, but 
alHO obtained the right to purchase at 
15 years' rent, and .5,05'J acres have 
been purohaeed under the provisions 
of that Act. Proprietors were tiien 
assured that by assenting to that .\ct 
and giving up so much, the land ques- 
tion should bo conaidored as for over 
settled. Although I am advised that 
there is no appeal from this unjust 
award, I cannot hel[) ferding that the 
trust expressed by Lord Carnarvon ui 
the House of Lords, on the 2()th of 
July — viz. , that this Bill wouUl bo as 
much in the interest of the propiietors 
as in the interest of any other class of 
the community— has in no respect 
been realized. Apologising for the

Social LiHj in Goriuiuiy. 

Au occasional oorrospondent of the 
London "Daily News'' sends the fol- 
lowing interesting story from Berlin: 
A circumstance has recently occurred 
which throws some interestincr rays of 
light on the social life in Germany. 
Among the upper ten of the Imperial 
capital there ia a Herr von Schafer 

j;Voit, who, as owner and founder of 
the 'Buzar,' one of the best gazettes 
of fashion published, has nmaasod a 
largo fortune. Having diatinguished 
himself as well by his interest in pub- 
lic ftfifairs, he was some years since ' 
raised to the rank of nobility. His el- 

■ clest son aspired to the honor of officer 
in the Cuirassier Guards, one of the 
crack regiments of the Prussian army, 
lilow, although the oflicers of the rogi- 
ni«nt faJt a personal inclination to- , 



wards the young Herr von Scl.afor, 
they nevertlieless raised certain ob- 
jections to his being enrolled amongst 
them on account o^f his ■ low descent. 
He was therefore compelled to pass 
into a regiment of oiiirusaiers of the 
line, where ho immotliately received a 
commission. During the laat war he 
fought with such bravery that the iron 
cross wa^couferred on him. Unfor- 
tunately, in the cavalry attack after 
the battle of Vionville, in wbich the 
Westphalinn cuirassiers behaveil so 
gallantly, the young lieio, witli many 
of his comrades, found a premature 
death. It was reported at the time 
that owing to his inability to enter the 
regiment of his choice his honor was 
so wounded that he himself rushed 
into destruction. The father was so 
deeply afflicted at the iie .v s of hi.s sion s 
death that for a lime feurs were enter- 
tained for his life. At the termination 
of the war, as an expression of sympa- 
thy for the loan of the young man, 
those drawing rooms ])re\ioualy itlos- 
ed to the Schafor family wero now 
thrown oj)en. The social po.sitiou of 
the Schafera thus gradually assumed a 
firmer footing, a circumstance partly 
attributable to the graco and charm of 
the eklest daughter, constantly sur- 
rounded by a crowd of admirers. The 
young lady liually gave ear to the suit 
of Count Frederick Euleuburg, Lieu- 
tenant in the Gardes du Corps, an 
elite troop of the Emperor's. The 
bridegroom, a decnen.iaut of one 
of the oldest Prussian, families, and 
very rich, only intended remain- 
ing a short time longer in the army, 
being desirous o£ pursuing a political 
career. His engagement with the 
daughter of a parvenu oxcitod every- 
where, espocially in militar}' circles, 
great surprise, and someof his younger 
aristocratic friends, who, report states, 
had vainly sued for the hand of the 
handsome Fraulein von Schafer-Voit, 
wont to the successful suitor to ex- 
press their regret at being obliged, on 
account of his mesalliance, to bieiik 
off all intercourse with him. This in- 
sult caused Count Euleuburg to chal- 
lenge them and lay complaints before 
his commander, L'oionel von Alteu. On 
tiie Colonel taking part against tlie 
Count the latter S'-ut uim a challenge, 
too — a step lendenug- him L:uiily of a 
violation of military disciplme Colond 
von Alteu immedia ,oly acquainted the 
authorities with the case, and Count 
Euleuburg was called to account anil 
ultimately condemned to a year's con 
liuement in a fortress. The sentence 
now lies before the Emperor for con 
lirmation. Although his Majesty as 
well as the royal princess are all in 
favour of Count Eulenburg and his be- 
trothed, there is no prol-ability of tlu- 
Count escaping iinprisnnment, urrc.ii 
weight being justly laid on a rigoiour^ 
observance of discipline in the army. 
Much curiosity is ex|)r«ssed to know 
how the Conut will iHoccod after his 
relea.se. As his con tinenient docs not 
afTfCt his honor, hv! can still, if In- 
chooaesi, remain in the army. He will 
probably preter tu be changed to 
another regimeDt,and in so doiLg the 
esprit de corps of the overhearing 
Botly Guards, who He«k to exclude all 
but noble blood from their raiiLs, wili 
be satisfied. The petty spirit dirti)la\- 
ed by the Prussian "Junkers" on thi- 
occasion has created much displeasure 
in Ijiberal circli-s.the aicjro ao as ii > I h 
lug can be siaul iigaiuat Franleiii von 
Schafer and her tiiiiuly. In tin.' a|;- 
1)1 uacliin^'' seaKoii the inqKni.al (,'ouit 
will in all likelihood embrace the op- 
portunity of showing its dispieasuie 
at the conducjt observ(?d by the Gardes 
du Corps The enliro powerful family 
of ICr.lanburg have unanimously ap- 
jiroved the marriagt! of the yonn;^ 
Count. By her alliane(i wiili Count 
Kuleaburg, Fraulein vou .Schafi'i - \'oii 
enters also into near relations wiili 
Prince Biauiark whoso only daughter 
is just engaged to ^ountWend von Eu- 
lenburg, a cousin to the ollV.nder.

An Early Session- . 

We have pointed out &vfi. discussed 
tbo absolute necessity that exists for 

calling together tbo House of Assem 
bly at (lu early clay ou the bighost 
ground— that of public exigency. We 
hftve shown tliat the standing excuse 
of the Government last session, when 
urged to pass measures of groat im- 
portance, waa that there was no tinu 
for logislaliou. "Owing," tiie Attor- 
ney-General, .rising to bis full beighl 
of five feet nothing, used to say, "to 
the lateness of the session, the Gov- 
ernment regrets its inability to take 
up this important subject iittliis tiiuc. 
Yery sorry, you know, but it can't be 
h'lped, you know," etc., etc. In coi - 
SJLiuenco, twenty really good ami 
beueficial measnres went by the boaul, 
iucludiug ono of the Goveriinu'nl';- 
own lUcaRuros foreshadowed in the 
Speech, viz: Law Reform. Now, from 
•what was said in the House by the 
Attorney-General wo began to 
think it a work of supererogation to 
ur"0 on the Government the noeeri.si- 
ti ot calling the House together at 
ni early day; but if the Go\ernn)fiit 
organ in this city "speaks by tlic 
card " wo were mistaken in that be- 
lief. The organ gives the countiy 
distinctly to understand that it is not 
supposed to know when the House 
should meet. It says all outside 
of the EMCutivo "knovv little or no- 
thing" about the requirements of the 
CO intry. TlioEtecutive arutlio (juidnunc.-i, 
the knowalls, the wise men of tlie 
East, are they ? They are gifted with 
the prescience of a soothsayer, 
nnd when they shall have decided tliat 
t ie House may meet they will admit 
the country into their confidence. 
These are bold words for a Ministry 
of the People, formed under a Gov- 
ernment of the People, to apply to the 
People. "Tbia ia high life below 
stairs" — servants cheeking masters — 
with a vengeancel Further on the 
organ regards it as "a piece of imper- 
tinence" for anyone, however deeply 
interested in the progress and welfare 
of the Province, to even suggest that 
there should be an early session, and 
chR^ges that any such suggestion has 
its origin in a desire to "perplex and 
annoy the Government." "We can as- 
sure the organ that we are actuated 
by a wish to strengthen the hands of 
the Government when we ask for an 
early sessioo. We want to see the 
crude Acts of last year amended and 
the good bills laid over then iuLrodue- 
ed and moulded into shape by the new 
House. To ell'eet this time will bn re- 
quired because a majority of the new- 
ly-eJected members will come "green 
to the work of legislation. Fourteen 
of the twenty-five meniber.s have never 
eat in a legislative body, and during 
the first session they must serve, as it 
■were, an apprenticeship to lawmaking. 
Kow, if the Attorney General found it 
impossible for want of time to pass 
through a House well-seasoned 
in the work of legislation all 
the Government mensures, how 
much more difficult will it bo to 
pass them through a House a lar;.'e 
majority of the members of which are 
unacquainted with the simplest de- 
tails of lawmaking. The public will 
see that tbe charge that wo wish to 
"jierplex and annoy the Govorninenl" 
by BUL'ge.sting an early session, is 
like tbe piece of calico in the laund- 
ress' bands, it "won't wash." The or- 
gan further intiuiatcH that tiio "legis- 
lative needn of the country are at pie- 
Bont ocifupviiiK the attention of the 
Government, and in their hands may 
be safely left the fixing of the time 
•wbeu the work shall commence. " 
This statement would be accepted as 
gospel if it were not notorious 
that the "logislativo needs of the 
country" are about the last matters 
that cause the Government a oiouieat's 
anxiety. The question with them now 
is, "what shall we do to bo saved?" 
No six shipwieeked mariners adiiftm 
a boat in which there was only rcjom 
for live, ever wished each other over 
the side and into the sur-ing deep 
more heartily than each of the quar- 
tette who govern this couutry wi-hes 
the others out of ofTieo nnd biinse'lf 
left to the onjoymoniof all the spoil:. 
When, vlierotoro, we are told that the 
"legmlalivo needs" of the pouutry are 
engrossing the attention of the Gov- 
ernment we know precisely what tho 
remark means. It is an insult to the 
new H<mseas well as tho Province for- 
tho Government to arrogate to it- 
self all the wisdom and logialati Vt; 
ability in the country. If the Gov- 
ernment is the only power capable of 
attending to the "legislative needs" of 
British (.'olumbia, and the House is 
only to bo called together at the last 
moment to be told, "Here, gentle- 
men, is tho bill of fare; select your 
dishes; make a iicarty meal, and go 
borne again," it amounts to just this:, 
the necessity of a liouse, or constitu- 
tional advisory body, is done av,-ay 
•with. But we think we shall bo ablo 
to show that there is a oonstitutioual 
limit or chook to the Government's 
power in tliifl respMt wWoh may yet

BESUMED INQUEST ON J. 
FEREELL'S BODY. 



The inquest on tha body of J. F. Fer- 
roU was contiunoil yestordnjr morning be- 
fore Hon. A. F. Puiubertou uud a jury of 
seven. 

Neil Honloy was placed on the Hliind 
nnd his oxamiuatiou continued by Mr. 
Riohurda, Q. C. 

WitDOSS — The email boats .Tvould carry 
about 20 persons oacLi ; saw the .steaiiior'.s 
lights when I wont below at 8 o'clock ; Iho 
Btarboard li'dht waii k'"<"-ii; the port lit,'ht 
wag red; the bright light was at the niubt- 
liead; distinctly aaw the lij^'hts t!iat iiif^ht; 
don't tbiuli the mast lioad liy lit oould bo 
BOou from behind the mast by a jn^TMon 
standing there; the coiorod liglits were 
'carried on the paddleboxoa; they wore 
ifiqaare on two xides and ronod' 6U one 
nirle; don't think they could be seen from 
Hf<tyrn; don't know if they uould bo soen 
abaft the wheel; the s;uls wurc furled 
■whou I went bulow; botwi'cn the place 
■where I slept at tht; biilklu-ad tothybnwH 
or stem llicro was a iliritauci! of about 2-i 
faet; theru were two loii;^{ths of bunks be- 
tween where 1 slept and tiio stf:m or bow; 
men wore ..leeping in tlieso hunks when 
the crash onuie; could not savr how far 
ttie ptlanks of the ship opeDad. At^^.tbe 
crash it wnia very light in the forecastle; 
saw tha other men turning out; ran up 
on the 'tweon decks whore the stocrago 
piisaeagera wore, then reached tlio main 
deck and afterwards the hurricauo dock; 
on the main and hurricane dccka I saw 
passengers; oould not tell what timo this 
was; saw lights OQ the main deck; many 
paEsengers were standing there and seem- 
ed to act as if they ki^w something was 
tlie matter; when I got ou the hurribano 
deck I saw Cajit. Howell and the man at 
the wheel; the captain was standing in 
front of the pilot house; the man whore 
lieved mo at 8 o'clock was still at the 
wheel; it couldn't have been fen o'clock 
for the man who relieved me would have 
been relieved at that hour; cannot sjy 
wliat clothes the' otiptain bad on; think 
he had his pants on and a hat; knew we 
had struck 8omothiiig; can't say if the 
bhoek was a violeul one, but the crash 
woke us all up; a largo voluino of water 
poured iu; couldn't say whet'ior tiiti wood 
was smashed in or tlie ends had opened; 
I was much excited and don't know 
vhetbar . I looked . ofT to see what 
had strriok ns; I knew wo would sink; a 
man enng out, "The forecastle is full of 
water!" After I got upon the deck' I 
noticed the engines going; don't know if 
they were going when I Lirsl cuuie up; I 
wont on the starboard aide.ind began to 
clear the starboard boat for lowering 
loywatd of the paddlebox; no one gave 
me orders, but I saw people trying to 
pull her up; when I first want on deck 
I was 80 oxoited I went from on» aide of 
the ship to the other; there was a ball 
from the pilot house to the engine 
room; the boll pulls were within rcacli of 
the man steering; had no orders to stop 
the- engine at auytiui';: the olllcer on 
watch would have to op:Mi tlio door au I 
come in to pull the bell; the glass in 
frcAit'of the wheelhoase was up on this 
night; there was a eomposs on each side 
of the wheel which was the only thing 
the man at tho wheel bad to do; when 1 
came up I saw the man who Imd roliov 
ed me standing at the wheel. Whou I 
iveDt to assist iu lowering tho boat the 
engines were going; I can't remember 
who were trying to lower the boat; 
conldn't tell where the captain was; hi.s 
room was not very far from where the 
boat was; tlio fust thing I did was to put 
the plug in tho boat which was not in 
when I got there; can give no reason 
^hj tho plug was not in; after tho boul.s 
were washed out the olliccr of tho watch 
should have seen tbat tlio i)lngs was put 
in; the boat tackle was loosened when I 
looked; I got hold of tho line and tried 
to raise her; the blocks were booked ou 
the boat; no one seemed to he in com 
maud giving diicctioiis; we could not 
raise tlio boat liecatiKi' it was full of 
people; don't know whether it was full 
•when I got in to put the plug in; triiui to 
get tho pcojilc oiii; some would ('oinoout 
nnd then go back again; don't think there 
.ware any womiiu in this boat; forget if 
there were any of tho crow in it; don't 
remember if tlioro were any of tim crew 
helping mo to raise tho boat; I Iclt this 
boat Olid wont to the p(jrt boat which 1 
saw ladies it;; tiaw tho purser and the 
chief ongiuiier there; tho htorn o( the 
boat was raised by men pulling at the 
.itope; the davit was not swung out over 
the ship; cannot tell how many ladies 
wore in tho boat; there were lights tiicre ; 
assisted iu gutting the boat olf, I pulling 
atthustcru, and swung tlio stern over 
tho water, but tlio boat waw not lowored; 
it was loft there so that when thu shi[i 
sank it would lioat ofY; tiie clnof ongin.ior 
paggested this; tlio tires were out by this 
time and the engines had stopped, but it 
was feared the boat would be stove on 
account of tbe heavy swell ; forgot if there 
were children in ^he boat; shortly after 
this tho boat flouted olT, tlio water being 
closo to tho liurricano dec.'k and the hhij) 
_^oing down fast; tlio chief eiiginner was 
/Itandiug iu tlio Rlcrn of tho boat and I 
was alongside of liiin; tho lino was fast, 
>Dd'the fall was cut when the water come 
'idkfdWthe boati the chief engineer had 
M Ax'in his hand to out tho line; it was 
not long that wo had to «ait for tho 
•water to reach the boat; saw the Htorn 
fall cut by tha chief ongmcor; don't 
know who cut the bow fall; wn tloatnd olT 
from tbo ship and were thrown back 
'•gainst tbe ship by the swell; th iro was a 
oro.wd. of meu around the boat 
trying to get in; saw tho Cap- 
tain's steward in her; the boat had 
patent fastoniugs, but thoy woro not 
touohod; hoard no one call out "thoro is 
■wat*r in tho bo;it;" wo might have got a 
boat's length from tho ship; hut tho boat 
was BO crammed with people sho oould 
•BOt ^ rowedj think the boatwfib damag 



she was half full of water immediately af- 
terward, and I sprang into the water; this 
was tho last I saw of the buut; I can swim 
and the first object I got bold of -Was the 
hurricaqe-dcek of the steamship, which 
had sunk while I was in tho water; Capt. 
Howell, tho 2ud mate, tho 2iul cook, an- 
other quartermaster, nnd three passen- 
gers, were hang-.ngon the hnrricano-dock; 
Olio of tho pasBongors was a lady; tho [lor- 
tiou of tho deck I got on was tho part, 
that I sat ou; when I jumped into tbo 
water I saw the ^jp; when I looked again 
she had gone down,' saw do lights; tho 
Captain when on the raft had on his pants 
and undershirt; know nothing of tho 
smaller boats they might liavo got 
away with some of tho people, but I saw- 
nothing of them ; on tlio raft I had no 
conversation wii:; the Captain as to how 
tho disaster occurred ; I a.skod hiiu how 
far wo woro from land, and ho ro|>liod, 
"15 or 20 miles;" thoro was a heavy soa 
running; I was sitting upon tho sky- 
light and my foot were in tho water; tho 
piece I was ou hold together till tho next 
Monday, when I was luckud up. 

Examined by Mr. JlcUroisht — When I 
camo upon tho hurricauo-dock I hcar<l the 
Captain call, "put tho wliool astarboard;" 
beard tbo {Captain sing out, "ship ahoy," 
thren time's; tho strange lights woro on 
tho starboard side of tho ship when tin- 
Captain bailed, a littlo abaft tho beam; 
heard tho whistl« of tho Bluumship wbilu 
tho boats woro being cleared; the steamer 
tired rockits, I -saw threO) but saw no 
blue-lights; rockets are sijjiials of distress 
at soa; think tho mischiof was doiio on 
the Btarboard side not far from tho stum; 
no one on tho piece of tho hurricuno dock 
had a life jiroservor. but one man had a 
life-buoy; saw pooplo with life-preservers 
on boforetho ship went down. 

To Cant, liaymur — When it' blew very 
hard I never saw two men at the wheel; 
but wo had two quartoi masters at tiic 
wheel goipg into a harbor; served niy 
timo in English and American ships but 
none of tliem.ever|oarriod qua teriuaslers; 
tho otllccrs on watch had a compass aft to 
oonsult. 

To tho Foreman — Nearly nil tho work 
of loading the ship wasdono by the hands; 
sometimes at Yiotoria add Sao Francisco 
We got additional haiids; the bops taken 
on up Sound were put in tbe lower bold 
and 'tween deoks; saw no water in tho 
lo"or hold; all tho wheat Was pat in tho 
lower hold; had potatoes oil tho dock; tdi- 
acrved a list to tho tossoI when wo went 
out and wo shifted the potatoes; tho siLall 
boats might be tilled with water without 
my knowing it; I have seen water put in 
those boasts to trim ship; I saw it done 
once or twice at sea; saw nothing being 
done tatbQ walking bQani of the engine. 

To Mr. A. Wilson— It was dnstomary 
to fin the boats by mssus of tbe hose; 
dou't know, whan the. roekets were sent 
up. 

To :Mr. NVra. TVilson-I did not hoar 
tho crew told ofT to look after tho boats. 

To Mr. llobertson — Think the Orpheus 
should have heard tho Captain's hail; 
thoughtthat if the ship which run into 
them was not in a sinking condition sbe 
might have rendered assistance if so dis- 
posed. 

To .Mr. A. ^7il.son — Would not havo 
hosit.ited to go into a bo.it properly 
mauuod if ordered to do so; thors was no 
Si'a to prevent it at this timo; if the sliii) 
had stood by them sbe would havo been 
visible in the morning; did not think 
ar>ything could-have baea .done to stop 
the leak; no effort was nftdo by anyone 
to do so tbat witness knew of. 

To Capt. Kay mur — When tlio lookout 
reported anything to tho ofiicor of thu 
watch, the oflicer would havo to goto the 
whcfllhouReto stop the vei'cl; witness or 
tbe lookout would havo to report to the 
officer of tbe watob; if tbe officer of tbe 
watob was-aft looking at the compass tbe 
lookout man would havo to go aft to re- 
port and bring tho watoliinan up from 
main dock if he had left; in the case of a 
tliickfogtlio man at tbo srliool would 
blow I he whi.stlo every three minut(!i 
The light,"- ar masthead could bo r,ouu 
about two miles; did not know if the 
Captain bad nuy ooaversfttion with tho 
man at tbe wheel; there wai a bulkhead 
dividing the ship but for which xbu 
would have filled more rapidly; it was 
about throe quartprs of an hour from the 
tirno she struck till sbe sank; did not 
know if tbo concuSHion broke the limbers 
in any other part of the shiii;nover heard 
any remark on board about her unsea 
worthiness; did not not ca anything par 
ticnlar about the timirers''in rough 
whether; could not say weather tho ap- 
paratus for lo .vering tbo boats was gooil 
or bad; tho Ijoat lowored on tbe So.ind 
was lowered easily; conM not tell if tbo 
bonis were ready tor lowering or bang- 
ing from tlia davits when witness fir.sl 
caiucon deck; no gun wa> Qrod at a sig- 
nal of distress; did not know how far 
outside of Cape Flattery tho Pacific was 
whan the Occident oocnirod; smno one 
on tbe raft tboaebt fifteen or twenty 
miles; there was patent detaching gear 
to tho two forward boats; witness knew 
ho sv to work this go.u'; could not say if 
the other quartermastors did;oould not say 
anything about any olfioers superictait l- 
lug tho lowering of tbe boats except tbe 
Cbi^f Engineer. 

The jury here took a recess. 

A 1' T i; u n i; c i ; s h. 

Tho .Tury having viewed tho body 
brought iu by tho Indians from Beeohy 
iJiiy pn fburachiy night, 

Mr Hutchinson, being called to the 
witness stand, deposed that ho was pre- 
sent when the body was oxninined; two 
bills, 1st and 3.1, of oxolningo for £100 
payable in Lomlon to tbo order of .7 11. 
Sullivan and drawn on tho B.ink of Hrit 
iuh Columbia, nnd another draft ou tho 
branch Bank of British Columbia in 
San Francisco for S'!.")!), wore found on 
tho corpse, iilso, 3 gold siiirt studs, 2 
sleeve-links of gold and- pearl, a gold 
ring, sundry jjapers, etc.; and a watob 
and chain brought in by tlje Indians, was 
also sai('. by them to have oeea found on 

the romains. 

Tho Coroner remarked that the ovi- 
donco was rathor inconiploto, there being 
nothing to show bow tho dooeased camo 
by his death, bat simply tbat he was 
found dead in tho oanoe.

Beturn of H. U. S. Fantome. 

The Fantomo returned yobterdny morn- 
ing from a oriiiso on tho West Co"a.''t, and 
through tho kindness of Capt. Douglas 
\Varren, who accompanied the ship as 
pilot and interiirttur, we are enabled to 
give our readers a short sketch of her 
proceedings. The Fantcne left Bsqui 
malt on tho evening of tbe lltb and an- 
chored at Barclay Sound on tbo afternoon 
of Friday tho 12th. Boarded the ship 
Orpheus, which lies a total wreck on 
Copper or Tzartoosh Island. Visited, 
during tbo next fow days tho Owbyalits, 
tho Euolulabts and Mr. Petur Francis, 
who is stationed near the lastnaraod tribe. 
Wont to Glayoquot Sound; visited tlio 
Hesquiahta; ran into Nootka Sound and 
Esporanza Inlet. Went to tbe Kaio- 
quabts and to Woody Point, and from 
tbonce steered along tho sboro to Nas 
pahl going up to the head of the Inlet 
there. At the Ahowsaht village was told 
by tho Indians tbat thoro was tho wreck 
of a boat in the neighborhood. Captain 
Long, of H. M. S. Fantoaie, ordered nut 
a boat's orew and started with Captain 
Warroii as interpreter. Searched all 
round tho western sboro of Glayoquot 
Sound; but could only find tbe remains 
of an old skiff. Nothing liko a ship's 
boat could be found, and although tlio 
reward offered by tbo Local Government 
was published amongst all the Indians 
with whom they camo in coutact, no 
thing HO far could be heard or soon of 
any holies or reli(;s from tho Pacific, 
Returned to Barclay Sound to see Mr. 
Laing who had uiidortaken to search the 
boaob in that ueighoorhood in a canoo. 
Met Laing returning; he had coasted for 
two days round the Nitinatt shore, bnt 
bad found nothing but a piece of board 
v/hicli he took for jiart of tho ship's 
guard. Called at San J nan Harbor, but 
could find nothing Ihero, (;,ipt in War- 
ren is of opinion that Capt Long and tlio 
olUi'Ors nud crew of H, M. S, Funtome 
did all they could do. The weather was 
prolty clear nnd tivo or three mem were 
kept continually on tho lookout with na- 
vy glasses closely searching the coast 
line. At Hesquiaht they learned that the 
chief who shot Father Brabant and bis 
father havo both disappeared, Tbo In- 
dians think tho chief was ill i f the small- 
l)ox ut tbe time of committing the act and 
wandered off into tbe woods and died 
thoro.
